He continued by describing the 
many ways in which a Chamber of 
Commerce could help the city, by 
publicizing necessary improvements 
and working with the city council 
on civic issues. He also gave brief 
reports on the by-laws, assessments 
and other business matters connect- 
ed with the organization as it was 
first organized in 1941, 

Loughlin (the sec. pro tem) ap- 
pointed Edward Quayle, Edward 
McLoughlin and Wallace Brown as 
a nominating committee to present 
the names of 4 officers and 5 direct. 
ors for the new Chamber. This 
committee proposed the following, 
who were unanimously voted into 
office: Daniel Hayes, president; 
D. H. Van de Sande, Sr., vice pres- 
ident; John A. Sullivan, secretary; 
George Cleese, Jr., treasurer. The 
board of directors is composed of Al 
Laurice, J. C. Linsday, David Kay, 
Orville Preuss and Duane Lough- 
lin. 

Edward Quayle, addressing his 
fellow-townsmen, spoke with feeling 
and with affection about the city 
that has long been his home. He 
said that Menlo Park did not need 
a Chamber of Commerce to put it 
on the map because it was already 
on the map. He touched on those 
matters of importance to the com- 
| munity — clinrate, schools, sewers, 
\ lighting, taxes, street improves 
ments, cleanliness, etc, Said Quayle, 
“It will be a very fine thing to have 
a Chamber of Commerce here to 
amalgamate and draw together our 
boards and clubs and councils so 
that the people will cooperate and.

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Atherton Returns To

W. H. Boren, city clerk of Ather- 
ton, explains the Atherton City 
Council’s apparent inability to make 
up its mind on the housing resolu- 
tion. 

During the war when the hous- 
ing emergency was acute and many 
young service men were sent into 
this area, the Atherton council pass- 
ed a wartime resolution that would 
enable service men to rent rooms, 
servants’ quarters or guest houses or 
to board at homes in that city. 
Some persons violated the resolu- 
tion by renting to other than ser- 
vice individuals so that when the 
war seemed over and Dibble Hos- 
pital moved away the city council 
adopted a resolution in August to 
end this war-time ruling. 

Notices of the resolution came out 
in December, following which it was 
immediately brought to the notice 
of the council that this ruling 
would work a real hardship on 
many persons. President Truman’s 
statement (when proclaiming an 
end to hostilities) that ‘an emer- 
gency still exists” also influenced 
the Atherton council to revoke its 
resolution. The emergency ruling 
will now continue until such time 
as the council feels that the emer- 
gency is over. :

followed by major streets and cer- 
tain other more than local pur- 


poses. The allocation to each local 
government must be matched by 
local funds. 

The City Council recognized from 
the start that the Santa Cruz Ave- 
nue Project benefitted more than 
just the adjacent propery, and re- 
corded this fact by allocating all 
of the available gasoline tax mon- 

“ey ($5,000) thereto, and later con- 
tributed $1375 in engineering plan 
and $1460 in construction site mon- 
ey from the state allocation to the 
city. Moreover, in the early stages 
of the Project discussion, when the 
$90,000,000 bill was still a matter of 
debate, the Council promised to use 
this allocation if possible on Santa 
Cruz Avenue. This promise was re- 
peated several times subsequently. 
Because we did not, and still do 
not, know whether this money can 
be used, we could not make the 
assessments reflect its application 
in advance as we did with the gas 
tax money. 

Why should general city money 
be used on Santa Cruz Avenue? 
The answer lies in the philosophy 
of the quarterly gasoline tax allo- 
cation by the State to the city. This 
money may be used only on 
“streets of major importance” 
which are in effect secondary high- 
ways. Just as the State constructs 
and maintains State highways from 
gasoline tax money instead of by 
assessments against the abutting 
property, so does it recognize by 
gasoline tax subventions to cities 
that the excess capacity required 
of major streets (acting as second- 
ary highways) to carry through 
traffic is not equitably a charge 
against the property owners. San- 
ta Cruz Avenue is one of Menlo 
Park’s five official major streets 
eligible for gasoline tax aid. Cer- 
tainly application of State funds 
equivalent to 15 per cent of the cost 
of this project is only reasonable. 

It can be argued that the prop- 
erty owners have committed them- 
selves for the full assessment now 
and the project will go through 
even if State money is not used on 
Santa Cruz Avenue. The city 
could pick some other major streets, 
and by raising a matching assess- 
ment, do another job with the 
money. To me, such a course would 
exhibit shameless lack of faith.

The Santa Cruz Avenue Project is 
very expensive, and present assess- 
ments are quite high. Remember 
that some 30 per cent of the prop- 
erty owners protested originally be- 
cause ofthe great costs involved. 
The tremendous importance of the 
Project to the area was such, how- 
ever, that in the end almost all 
agreed to shoulder the necessary 
burden. Because they are now on 
the hook is no reason to forget 
the value of the project to the city 
as a whole and deny them aid when 
it becomes possible to obtain it for 
them, 

Finally, should the city give the 
money to the Sanitary District? 
At great length, and perhaps with 
tiresome repetition, this column has 
enumerated the various free rides 
that the unincorporated areas re- 
ceive at the expense of city tax- 
payers through the county govern- 
ment. To provide further subsidi- 
zation voluntarily (especially when 
the county has announced that it 
will spend none of its allocation on 
sanitation) just doesn’t make good 
sense to our City Council. In no 
way does the Council wish to delay 
or avoid the construction Of a sew- 
age disposal plant. But such a 
plant would cost a quarter of a mil- 
lion dolars, and, our $29,000 would- 

n’t make much of a dent in that. 
The plant must be financed by the 
District as a whole by a bond issue 
submitted to the people, and paid 
for equitably by a tax levy Over the | 
whole area. There is no alterna- 
tive to a bond issue whether or not 
we donate our allocation to the 
District. 

These, in my opinion, are the rea- 
sons behind the City Council’s ap- 
plication, and they still look good 
to me. |

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New Sewer System 
For University Dark 


The new sewer system for Uni-
